Re claims 1, 3, 5-8, 13, 21, 22, 24, 26, 44-48, an 50 the feature of the piston displacing in 
response to the annulus pressure increase and decrease, and electric power being generated when 
the piston displaces in response to both annulus pressure increases and annulus pressure 
decreases, in combination with the other limitations present, are neither disclosed nor taught by 
the prior art of record. 

Re claims 4, 9-12, 14-20, 23, 25, 27-30, 51, and 52 the feature of the piston displacing in 
response to the decrease of pressure in an annulus formed between a tubular string and a 
wellbore and electric power being generated when the piston displaces in response to the 
pressure decrease, in combination with the other limitations present, are neither disclosed nor 
taught by the prior art of record. 

Re claims 3 1-43, the method involving the steps of changing pressure in the well 
proximate an accumulator, and flowing well fluid through an opening of the accumulator in 
Tesponse to the pressure changing step, in combination with the other limitations present, are 
neither disclosed nor taught by the prior art of record.
